tile (Jourfc at its last meeting and some of the others were- 
on the Agenda of the Court, it was coiiipeteiit to thisCouu-- 
cil to consider tfieni. Tfie Vice-OIiancellor ruled that the 
consideration of the resolutions as well as of the preiimi- 
nary objection raised be postponed to the next meeting.

11. Read the letter of Mahatnahojiadhyaya Pandit 
Ohi.tradhar Misra, dated 31st December, 1917, regarding 
his Travelling Allowance Bill. 

Resolved that the Council regretted that the roles did 
not permit the passing of the Pandit s Travelling Allow- 
ance Bill. 

Read the letter of Mr. Pirn, Collector of Benares, 
dated the 5th December, 1917, regarding the construction 
of more wells in the block of land, taken up for the housing 
•of evicted tenants. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the University 
Estates Committee, the Council having already sanctioned 
t!ie construction of a new pucca well at the meeting held 
on 16th December, 1917. 

13. Read the letter of the Hon'ble Pandit Gokaran 
Nath Misra, dated the 4th December, 1917, regarding the 
absorption of the Lucknow Office in the University Office 
at Benares. 

As no other branch office was being maintained and it 
appeared desirable to do all collection work from the Head 
Office at Benares, resolved that the Lucknow Office be 
absorbed in the Head Office of the University from the 1st 
•of March, 1018. 

14. Read the letter of the Superintendent of Works, 
dated 1st January, 1918, regarding payment of Rs. 22-2-0 
on account of double Inter Glass Railway fare frpm Lahore 
to Benares to Babu Ainarnath Sud, Head Clerk of the 
Superintendent of Works, as travelling expenses on joining 
■tiis first appointment. 

Resolved that the Travelling Allowance be sanctioned. . 

15. Read the Registrar’s Note, dated 3rd January, 1918, 
regarding the fixing of a definite period for the receiving 
of papers, reports, letters, resolutions, etc., -which are to 
be included in the Agenda of the meetings of the Council, 

Resolved tliat notice of all matters to be brought before 
the meeting of the Council must reach the Registrar not 
less than three clear days before the date fixed for the 
meeting, and e.xcept with the special permission of the 
Chairman of the meeting, no other matter of wliich notice 
had not been so given would be brought before the meeting.

18. The Registrar reported the receipt of certain lists 
of books from the Honorary Librarian in compliance with, 
resolution ISTo. 4 of tlie Council, passed on 16th Becember,. 
1917. 

Resolved that order for books miglit be sent immediately 
to the extent of half the amount provisionally allotted 
to each subject, the linal disposal of the other half being 
contingent upon further sanction by the Council, to be 
accorded, when complete lists of books required had been 
received. 

19. Read tiio report of the Superintendent of Works, 
regarding the removal of the materials of houses at Nagwa. 

Resolved that the report be filed ; 

Resolved further that the horse allowance for the 
Supervisor of University Estates and the increase in the 
pay of Oliaprasis sanctioned by the Council in resolution 
No, 6 on 2oth November, 1917, be r>aid with effect from 
the 1st of Becember, 1917. 

20. The Registrar placed before the Ooiincii a bill 
of Messrs. B. Waldie & Co., of Calcutta, amounting to 
Rs, 23-5-0 for chemicals supplied to the Central Hindu 
College. 

Resolved that the bill be passed. 

21. Read letter of Pandit Shiva Karan Nath Misra, 
dated 27th January, 1918, regarding the acquisition of the 
tract of land near Bhinga Anathaiaya (vide Resolution 
No. 12, passed by the Council on 16th Becember, 1917) 
and the proposed payment of Rs. 27-7-8 to Muuni Lab 
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Resolved tbafc the acquisitioa of the land referred to be 
saiictioaed at a cost not exceeding Rs. 12,000 ; 

Resolved further that the payineut of Rs. 27-7-8 tu 
Muimi Lai be sanctioned, as its non-i)a.yment, as o.xplaiiied 
by Pandit Sheokaran Nath Misra was due to a elerica! 
error. . ^ 

22. The Vice-Ohaneellor reported that lie had received 
a letter from Sir ,T. O. Bose, requesting that the services 
of Professor N. C. Nag of the Oentral Hindu College, be 
made over to him (Sir J. G. Bose) for 'work in his laboratory. 

Resoivedithat after careful consideration of the question 
the Council had come to the conclusion that in view of 
tlie schemes undertaken bj'' the University on tlie recom- 
mendation of Professor N. O. Nag, it would be extremely 
prejudicial to tlie interests of the University if he were 
allowed to leave it aLthis juncture. The Council therefore 
regretted that in the circumstances of the case it was 
unable to comply with the request of Sir J. 0. Bose ; 

Resolved further that the views of the Council be 
communicated to Sir J. 0. Bose, who, it was hoped, under 
tlie circumstances explained, would not press his proposal. 

23. Read tlie letter of the Superintendent of Works, 
dated IGtli January, 1018, 'addressed to the Ylce-Oliancellor, 
requesting that the pay of Babu Kedar Nath, Assistant 
iOngineer, be raised from Rs. 150 to Rs. 200. 

The proposal was opposed by the Hon’ble Pandit Madan 
Mohan Mala viya, because he deprecated any increase in 
tlie salaries of the staff of the Public Works Department 
at this stage. After some discussion, the following reso- 
lution was passed, the Hon’ble Pandit M'adan Mohau 
Malaviya voting against it. 

Resolved that in view of the fact that Babu Kedar 
Natii had refused a government offer of Rs. 200 p. in. hi.s 
pay be increased from Rs. 150 to Rs. 200 p. m. from the 1st 
B’ebruary,. 1918. ■ . 

24. Read the note of the Superintendent of Works, 
dated 27tli January, 1918, which had been prepared for 
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the Buiidiug Comiiifttee but the committee not having 
met it was placed by him before the Council (vlile 
Apijendix E). 

(a) On the suggestion of the Hon’ble Pandit Madan 
Mohan Maiaviya, it was resolved that in the c.onstnictioii 
of the hostel the Superintendent of Works be asked to 
economise in the following directions : — 

(1) The brick work should he knchcha-ptsoca^ lime 
mortar being used only where necessary. 

(ii) Wood work of doors should be of sakoo, which 
siiould he painted. Teak doors, made already, may, how- 
e rer, be iised. 

(m) The floor should be of brick, not of stone. 

(iv) Instead of complete blocks only the front half of 
tile block should be built in two plots indicated to him. 

Subject to the above conditions tjie detailed plans and 
estimates (vide para, 3 of Appendix E) were sanctioned. 

(b) The purchase of 80 waggons and one mile of 
tramway line was sanctioned at a cost of Bs. 24,000 (vide 
■para. 5 of Appendix E). 

(c) The various tenders received for the Arts College 
were referred to the Building Committee (vide para. 0 of 
Appendix E). 

(d) The case of Babii Lakshmi Narayan, contractor, 
w'as referred to the Vice-Chancellor (vide para. 8 of Ap- 
pendix E). 

The Superintendent of Works was requested to place 
the remaining points of his note before the Council at a 
later meeting.

Note by the Siipevintendent of Wovlcs, Benaren Mindti 

University, for the Building Committee meeting to 
he held on the 27th of January, 1918. 

The last meetiiij; of the Btiildiog Committee was Iu3i<! 
on the 2;jth November, 1917, in which Mr. Lishman’s plan 
of lay out for the various buildings was reconimended for 
acceptance by the Building Committee. This was linally 
adopted by the Council. It was also decided to buiUl one 
Superintendent or Warden professor’s (piarters in the Ord 
story for each set of 50 students and the various skeleton 
designs for the College of Science, Hostels, Kitchens and 
other subsidiary buildings as prepared by me were approv- 
ed and I wa.s directed to prepare detailed plans and, 
estimates. Tiie estimate of Arts College for Rs. 3;60,000 
with an allotment of Rs. 3,30,000 by a reduction of 
Rs. 30,000 oil account of decoration work being given up 
was sanctioned. 

2. In accordance with these important decisions, I pre- 
pared various necessary plans and went to the Honorary 
Chief Engineer to dnally discuss and get them approved 
by him after necessary modifications. I am glad to report 
tiiat the Honorary Chief Engineer generally approved of 
these proposals and the various necessary elevations were 
prepared under his guidance from the architectural point 
of view. These plans as finally approved by the Honorary 
Chief Engineer were received by me on the 10th of Janu- 
ary, 1918, and arc now put up for formal sanction to start 
work. 

3. The Arts College as slightly modified to suit Mr* 
Lisliman’s lay out has been laid on the ground as also the 
hostel block while two 2nd class and three 3rd class resi- 
dences are being started for the P. W. D. Officers and o.ffiee 
to begin with.

2. Raja Suraj Baksh Singh proposed that in future the 
anniversary of Sir SundarlaFs death should be ob.served in 
all the educational institutions connected with the Benares 
Hindu University and should be called Sir SundarJal Bay.

(vide Appendix A of the minutes of the meeting of the 
Council, held on Sunday, the 4th November, 1917), were 
then taken up. 

Resolution No. 1, was read and discussed. As re- 
•gards the publication of the proceedings of the various 
bodies of the Hindu University, the Council was of opinion 
that while the proceedings of the Court, and the Senate 
should be open to the Press, the publication in the Press 
of the proceedings of other bodies like the Council, the 
Syndicate, the Faculties, etc., which were in the nature of 
Executive committees, was not desirable except when any 
one of these bodies for certain special reasons, deemed 
such publication of its proceedings, in whole or in part, 
necessary. As for the publication of the monthly abstract 
of accounts, the Council, in view of the practice of the 
publication of donation lists monthly and of full and com- 
plete accounts of the University annually, deemed it imne- 
cessary. Tlie publication of monthly receipts and expen.- 
diture, it was thought, might present an incomplete view 
and hence be misleading. Regarding the publication of 
their views by the members of the Court, the Senate, etc,, 
in the Central Hindu College Magazine, the Council did not 
see any necessity for giving instructions to the Editor in 
the sense suggested. The free distribution of the Central 
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Hindu College Magazine to the members of the Courts tlie 
Senate, the Faculties, etc., was considered by the Council, 
to be unnecessary and unbusinesslike. 

The Chairman pointed out that as resolution No. 2 dealt 
with purely academic questions, the proper foody to con- 
sider it was the Senate and not the Council, and hence he 
ruled it out of order. 

It was pointed out by the Hon’ble Mr. C. Y. Ohintaraani 
that resolutions 3 and 5 were on the Agenda of the last 
meeting of the Court as proposals XII, XIII and XV (item 
21), and were still undisposed of by that body, while resolu- 
tion No. 4, which was on the Agenda of the last meeting

Sir, 

At the last meeting of the Ooimcil, it was decided to 
create a fairly large number of scholarships or stipends 
in order to draw students into the Oriental and Theo- 
logical Faculties, these stipends being made available not 
only for those who will study in the Colleges for the Uni- 
versity Courses but also for those who wish to appear in 
the Samskrit Matriculation or Praveshika Examination. It 
is understood that many of these stipends are in the nature 
of a temporary expedient and will drop out when the 
Benares Hindu University Examination attains a reputa- 
tion equal to that of other similar examinations and 
gains popularity. In this connection it is worth while en- 
quiring if any attempts have been ’or can be made in order 
to draw within the sphere of University influence such 
institutions as already exist in Kashi for the imparting of 
Samskrit Education of a cultural character. I know at 
least two such Colleges which, if approached in the right 
way, would he willing to fall in with any scheme that may 
be worked out by the University. Both these institutions 
are situated at Nagwa and form already the vuc/cns of a 
decent Samskrit University. It is true that they do not 
oome up to the standard of modern requirments in the 
matter of buildings and equipment but approximate more 
closely to the old ideals of rigid simplicity and austere 
monasticism. All the same, one of these has an Endow- 
ment which provides for the housing and feeding of over 
a lumdred students and the other, although not equally 
lucky in the matter of a sumptuous Endowment, has a 
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couple of iiimtired resident pupils most of wliom are 
provided with meals also. Education of an elaborate and 
varied description is imparted free of cost, each institution 
having a staf of five Professors. Clothing is also supplied 
gratis as far as funds permit. Students from both these ins- 
titutions appear at the public Examinations of the United 
Provinces, Bengal, and Bihar and obtain distinction. I have 
been given to understand that there are several other insti- 
tutions of this character scattered over the different quar- 
ters of the holy city and seem to be only awaiting the 
extension of a helpful and guiding hand in order to crys- 
tallise into Colleges which could form integral parts of and 
add lustre to the infant University. To my mind, it seems 
to be eminently desirable that these centres of Oriental 
Learning which are at present but stray sparks fitfully light- 
ing up the darkness that is threatening to envelope the 
Ancient Lore should be organised into a planetary system 
deriving their light and life from the central sun of the 
Benares Hindu Universitj^ and shining in their orbs with a 
resplendence which will make the intellectual firmament 
of Kashi at once the object of admiration and the source 
of inspiration. There may be— probably are— practical 
difficulties in the way of adopting the above suggestion but 
these difficulties should not prove insurmountable if all 
these institutions are animated by . a common desire of 
reviving interest in Oriental Studies by inculcating study 
and research. All these sclioois will probably not be run 
on the same lines and indeed from the point of view of 
economy it is not desirable that they should. But in order 
to secure tlie maximum of efficiency, careful co-ordination 
may also bo necessary, due weight being given to the 
characteristic features of each School. Research work on 
Western lines involving comparative methods would pro- 
bably ];ie confined to the University College which will natu- 
rally cominaiul the best talent and most liberal resources. 
It cannot, therefore, be repeated too often that this College 
in order to fulfil its true purpose and perform its legitimate

fiuiction, should be something more than the Samskrit Path- 
sbalas which exist already and maintain a high reputation 
for learning. The University College should, instead of 
being only one more addition to the number of Pathshalas, 
undertake the work of establishing the height and depth 
of Oriental Learning in the eyes of Occidental scholarship 
by pursuing methods which the latter can understand and 
appreciate. It is only thus that an abiding and perma- 
nent interest can be created not only in the minds of people 
outside India but in those of our own people aeciistomed 
to Western methods of research and scholarship. It is 
this important and vital function which should distinguish 
the University College from the Pathshalas which, lacking 
in resources to undertake this ambitious work, will never- 
theless gain in dignity and popularity as the result of the 
labours af the University College. Not being a Samskrit 
scholar myself, it is not without liesitation that I have 
taken the liberty of inviting your attention to this aspect 
of University work, but I feel so strongly that some bold 
and comprehensive steps are necessary in order to bring 
back life into the dry bones of Oriental Learning that I 
beg of you to refer the whole question to the Fuculties of 
Oriental Learning and Theology so that they may consider 
w’hetheritis not practicable to devise some scheme on. 
the lines shadow'ed forth in this letter. It is needless to 
add that the creation of a public interest in the idea is 
essential to its realization.

(6) The Bureau shall receive and register applications 
for employment from the graduates of the University and 
endeavour to secure appointments for tiiem by such means 
as may be possible. 

(7) A fee of Rs. 2 shall be charged for the registration 
of graduates of other than the Oriental and the Theological 
Faculties, the graduates of which shall be entitled to free 
registration. 

(8) Provision will be made by the University to allow 
within certain limits, the free use by the Bureau of the 
advertisement columns of the magazines and periodicals 
that may be published by the University from time to time. 

(9) It shall be the duty of the Bureau to publish from 
time to time in a convenient form, such information as may 
be useful to the graduates of the University in obtaining 
employment. 

(10) The committee is strongly of opinion that it is 
not desirable to start the Bureau of Employment unless 
the University is prepared to provide the Secretary with 
sufficient office assistance and contingent expenses.

1. That no one shall be employed in the teaching staff 
of the Hindu University who has said or written anything 
against the prophets, heroes or saints, or who has in any- 
way injured the religious feelings of any of the Indian 
communities. 

2. That the Hou’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya 
be elected Vice-Chancellor of the Benares Hindu Univer- 
•sity for the year 1918, in place of the Hon’ble Rai Bahadur 
Late Sunder Lai deceased. 

3. That the Committees of the Sikh & Jain commu- 
nities, appointed by the Court in its first annual meeting, 
held on the 29th October, 1917, be requested to consider 
and make definite proposals as to the provision of and 
arrangements for, the introduction of studies in Sikh & Jain 
Reiigions—as a sub-division of the Faculty of Theology, 
and to prepare a regular syllabus for the same. 

4. That Bikbs & Jains should be properly represented 

ill the Board of Appointments, the Syndicate, the Senate 
&c.„ " ■ 

5. That a committee of five members of the Court, 
not oiriciaLs of the University, be appointed to make a 
review of the past working of the various departments 
of the University, and to lay before the Court, for opinion, 
any recommendations that may be deemed necessary by 
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them isi t!ie best interests of the institution. The committee 
so ap]>oiuted should submit tlieir report to the Court in its 
next annual meeting. 

6. That two separate committees, not necessarily oi 
the members of the Court, be appointed to go through the 
wliole questiott and lay definite proposals, as regards the 
early establishment, on humble basis, of two separate 
colleges, one for Commercial education and other for edu- 
cation in Agricnltu re.

Sir, 

Most respectfully i beg to bring to your kind notice 
the fact that a bill f(>r Rs. 2,491 was made on the 22nd of 
November, 1917, for 128 pairs of doors, 124 pairs of sky- 
lights, and 34 windows. Tiie articles were inspected and 
taken over charge of by Mr. Kedar Nath, Assistant 
Engineer, and were entered on the measuretneut Book. 
On the 7th of January, 1918, iiowever, when the bill was 
going to be paid as 1 am informed, a fire broke out in the 
godown at tlm University grounds, and all these were 
burnt to ashes, together with many others— some complete, 
others in a state of preparation, the whole stock amount- 
ing to Rs. 6,000, It was, of course, my sheer misfortune 
that such a thing should happen, but T cannot help 
mentioning that the articles which were taken over were 
lying there at the risk of the University, -and that I can- 
not with any justice be held responsible for anything that 
happens to them subsequently. If the bill in question had 
l)een paid before the mishap, it would not have been 
necessary for me to make this representation, and the 
University would of itself have suffered the loss. Now 
too it does not make any difference, if the bill was not 
paid, as the money for its payment was only kept in trust 
by the Usiiversity. Besides this amount the fire also 
destroyed other articles which also should be paid for out 
of the mercy as the occuri*ence will otherwise put me in 
great financial difficulty. If required, I ara prepared to 
produce written evidence to tlie effect that the godown 
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actiitilly coutaiued stock amounting to E,s. 6,000 as already 
mentioned.

Report on the application of Lala Lakshmi Narain, 
Contractor, dated 25th January, 1918, regarding payment 
for wood work destroyed by fire. 

L. Lakshmi Narain of Dhanbad joined this department 
as a contractor in July, 1917, having tendered the lowest 
rates for door and window work of all the contractors 
who had so far tendered. His low quotations enabled me 
to reduce the rates of other contractors also. On arrival of 
his mistry and carpenters, they were utilized in preparing 
Takhats for the Central Hindu College which were urgently 
required. In August next, he was given contract for 
doors and windows required for 4 blocks of hostels, f.e., 
for preparing 

128 doors by 3^' by 
256 windows 4' by 2|' by 1|' 
and 128 clerestory windows 3' by 1|' by Ij-' 

On the 23rd of November, 1917, the Contractor submit- 
ted an account bill for 94 doors, 34 windows and 124 
clerestory windows amounting to Rs. 2,491-8-0 on which 
the Assistant Engineer, Mr. Kedar Nath, was asked to 
verify the materials and enter running measurements. 
He made out a bill for Rs. 2,226-3-0 on 3rd January, 1918, 
which had undergone check in my Ofrlce and I was just 
going to pay the same when fire broke out in the contract- 
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or’s goclowii on the 7tii of January, 1918 and burnt nearly 
all these door and window leaves besides others in course 
of preparation. Besides the doors and windows prepared 
for the hostels there was some stock of timber collected 
by tlie Contractor and there were also nine Takhats 
prepared for the Central Hindu College boarding house 
which have been paid for but left with the contractor as 
there was no space in the Central Hindu College for them. 
A report of this accident has already been made to the 
Hon’ble tlie V'^ce-Chancellor in this office No. 181>0-1 
dated 15th January, 1918.

LL.T)., who laboured strenuously for its establishment and 
organization and guided its affairs with distinguished 
ability, loving care and zealous enthusiasm and the Faculty 
requests the Pro-Vice-Ghancellor to convey its deep sym- 
pathy to Lady Sundar Lai and other members of his 
family.’t 

3. The minutes of the last meeting of the Faculty 
lield on the 27tli October, .1917, were then confirmed. 

4. On the motion of Mr. Keightley, seconded by Pro- 
fessor Batheja, it was resolved to postpone the election of 
the Bean of the Faculty till after the next meeting of the 
Court. 

5. On the motion of Professor Sesliaciri, seconded by 
Professor Adhikari, it w^as resolved to accept the repoi’t 
of the sub-committee appointed under resolution No. 3 of 
the meeting of the Faculty of Arts, held on the 27tli Oc- 
tober, 1917, to consider the scheme of studies in Domestic 
.Economy proposed by Miss K. Browning, ISLA (vide Ap- 
pendix A). 

G. Resolved that the Senate be requested to establish 
two more Boards of Studies, one in Domestic Economy and 
the other in Teaching. 

7. Professor Jadu Nath Sarkar, M.A., P.E.S., convener, 
of the Board of Studies in History, then laid the following 
proposals regarding the alterations in the History Course 
before the Faculty on behalf of his Board. His note con- 
taining these proposals had already been circulated. 

(n) Resolved that the following two points, numbered 
YI and VII in the note, be referred to all Boards 
of Studies, wdiich have to prescribe M.A. and 
M.Sc. Courses. 

(T) At the M. A. examination a thesis on an ap- 
proved subject may be submitted in Hen of 
any two papers. 
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(U) To put a discount on mere memory work and to 
encourage depth of thought and range of 
reading, the time limit for a written paper 
should be extended to four hours. 

(b) The rest of Professor Jadu Nath Sarkar’s pro- 
posals were passed as amended (vide Appendix B). 

8. Professor Batheja, convener of the Board of studies 
in Economics laid before the meeting the following pro- 
posals regarding the alterations in the Economics Course, 
on behalf of his Board. 

(а) It was resolved that as had been done already in 

the case of History Courses, the following two 
proposals of Professor Batheja be referred to all 
Boards of Studies that have to prescribe M.A. 
and M.Sc. Courses. 

“ We suggest that a thesis may be offered in lieu of any 
two papers. We also think that the time allow'ed for 
answ'-ering an M.A. paper should be extended to 4 hours.” 

(б) Professor Batheja proposed that Elementary 

Economics and Indian Administration be made an 
optional subject at the Intermediate Exami- 
nation. It was opposed by Dr. Ganesh Prasad, 
who suggested that its consideration might be 
postponed till the annual meeting of the Faculty. 
After some discussion the proposal was carried. 

(«) Read the courses of study in Economics and Po- 
litical Philosophy proposed by Professor Batheja 
(vide Appendix 0). The F’aculty accepted the 
course proposed for the Intermediate Exami- 
nation. 

As regards the B. A. Courses, Papers I and III (Pass 
Course) were accepted, but the introduction of Paper II 
{Pass Course) was opposed by Mr. Keightley, on the 
ground that it was far too intricate and difficult for the 
B.A. Pass Course. 

Professor Seshadri supported Mr. Keightley. 

Professors Sarkar and Ohablani having replied to Mr. 
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Keightley, Dr. Ganesli Prasad moved the amendment 
that the consideration of the subject matter of Paper IT 
{Pass Course) and Paper IV (Honours) be postponed to 
the annual meeting of the Faculty. 

Professor Batheja opposed this proposal very strongly, 
because, the whole course, he said, hung together, being 
an organic whole, and a part could not be taken out 
without destroying the value of the whole. 

The sense of the meeting was however against him, 
and on votes being taken Dr. Ganesh Prasad’s amendment 
was carried by 9 votes to 5. 

The E’aculty accepted the course proposed for the M.A. 
examination. 

Resolved that tiie new courses in Economics be taught 
for the M.A. Previous examination of 1919 and for all 
other examinations of 1920. 

9, Pandit Ram Narayan Misra, B.A., convener of the 
Board of Studies in Hindi, placed before the meeting the 
proposals of his Board regarding the changes in the Hindi 
Course. 

While the Hindi Course for the Admission Examination 
was being discussed, some of the members present ex- 
pressed their disagreement with the proposed scheme, and 
it was resolved to postpone the consideration of the pro- 
posals of the Hindi Board of Studies to the next meeting 
of the Faculty of Arts.

1. Before the proceedings commenced the Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor made a brief reference to the death of the 
Hon’ble Sir Sundar Lai, Kt., O.I.E., and placed the follow- 
ing resolution before the Senate 

' The Senate places on. record its prefoimd sorrow a#t 
the irreparable loss sustained by the Benares Hindu 
University in the death of the first Vice-Olianceiior, the 
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Holfble Br. Sir Sundar Lai, Kt., C.I.E., B.A., LL.D., who 
laboured streiiiioiislY for its establishment and organiza- 
tion and guided its affairs with distinguished ability, loving 
care and <Ievotioii, and the Senate requests tlie Pro-Vice- 
Ohancelior to convey its deep sympathy to Lady Siindar 
Lai and other members of his family.’ 

The resolution was carried unanimously in silence, 
tlie whole assembly standing. 

2. Rai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti proposed that the 

minutes of the meetings of the >Senate held on the 27th 
and SOtli October, 1917, be confirmed- * 

The motion was carried. 

3. Rai "Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti said that he had a 
proposal to place before the Senate relating to the cdu- 
stitution of a board of studies in Teaching. Gentlemen of 
the Senate would remember that the late Sir Sundar Lai 
had mentioned that he was taking steps for constituting a 
board of studies in Teaching and for starting a Training 
College in connection with the University at an early 
date. Things had matured since then and while he (the 
speaker) was in Allahabad, he spoke to tlie Principal of the 
Training College and the Director of Public Instruction on 
the subject and they w^ere willing not only to help them in 
starting and organizing the college but also in giving 
recognition to their graduates. Mr. Chakravarti indicated 
that they would be able to start the college in July next. 
The cost, he said, would not be very much. They would 
make an humble beginning with, say, 30 students. They 
w'ould require only one Principal and a couple of Professors. 
The buildings w'ere ready and schools w'ere also ready. 
The first thing they had to do was to constitute a board of 
studies in Teaching. The Faculty of Arts at its meeting 
the previous day passed a resolution to the effect that the 
Senate he requested to establisli'^two or more boards of 
studies, one in Domestic Economy and the other in Teach- 
ing. His present proposal related only to the establish- 
ment of a board of studies in Teaching. It would be for 
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suspioioTi ^vhich \vas not desirable in the early stage of 
their career. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad : May I ask you, Mr. Pro-Yice- 
Olianceilor, whether Mr. Ohakravarti’s propositiou has 
been seconded ? 

Mr. B. Keightley tlieu seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Oliakravarti said that it was not clear whether 
.seconding was necessary. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad drew attention to Regulation IS 
of Ohap. 1 which said that a motion “shall he open to 
discussion on being moved and seconded.” 

Rai Bahadur G. N. Oliakravarti said that there was 
some force in what Mr. Seshadri had said. The Indian 
Universities Act mentioned the condition he proposed but 
it also contained the words “ subject to the Regulations 
in force.” His proposal did not say the permission should 
be ‘subject to tlie Regulations in force,’ It gave them 
almo.st a free hand to do what they liked. Although he 
was in favour of his proposition, he was prepared to accept 
the word of caution and would suggest that a committee 
be appointed to consider the question of changes in the 
Regulations. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malavlya said that 
theirs was a residential University and residence in the 
University should be a very important factor in determin- 
ing wdiether they should give a diploma or a degree to a 
•student. He therefore thought that at tlii.s .stage they 
ought not to relax their rules. They might see how they 
wmrked and if in future any special case came to their 
notice they might then consider the matter. 

Mr. Keightley said that if the rules stood as tiiev 
were at present, they could not consider any special 
case. 

Tlie IToii’bie Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said that 
theirs w'as a residential university and he could not con- 
template with satisfaction the University granting a 
diploma or degree to a student who had not been through 
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the course of discipline which they expected of him to 
undergo by being a resident of the university. 

Mr. Keightley pointed out that the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge had a general power. For instance, 
if a student migrated from one university to another, the 
latter university could allow the student to count the 
term of residence at the former university from which he 
migrated, as though he spent that term at the latter. But 
that power was exercised very, very rarely. 

Dr. Gaiiesh Prasad said that he thought that Mr. 
Chakravarti had not been able to make out a strong case 
for any change in the regulations at that stage. Although 
the Allahabad and Calcutta Universities bad certain dis- 
cretion so far as B.A. and B.Sc. were concerned that 
special power had not been exercised at any rate it had 
not been exercised in the Allahabad University. As 
regards candidates coming from other universities, they 
had a provision in Regulation 2 of Chapter XXIX. It was 
perfectly clear that the gentlemen who framed the Regu- 
lations kept in mind the special nature of their University 
and they insisted on the students prosecuting a course 
of study in a constituent college of the university. He 
thought that it was not proper for them to go behind the 
explicit terms laid down there. As regards future there 
was ample time to consider what might be desirable or 
necessary. 

Rai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti said that for the pre- 
sent he would withdraw this motion and the next (No. 3 
on the agenda) “ To regulation 3 of Chapters XXX and 
XXXIII add the same words in the beginning and also 
the word “Only” after the word “Open” in line 1.” 

0 . Rai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti moved that in 
Chapter XXXI delete the words “Of the University,” He 
said that the object of the proposal was to allow persons 
who had taken the M. A. degree in other Universities to 
olfer themselves as candidates for the degree of Doctor 
of Letters of the Hindu University. 
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Prof. Jadunatli Sarkar seconded the proposal 

Mr. P. Seshadri moved the following as an amendment 
to Mr. Chaliravarti’s proposal : “Add the "words ‘or of 
other universities when specially permitted by the Syndi- 
cate’ after ‘Any Master of Arts of the University^ in 
E.eguiatioii 1 of Chapter XXXI.’^ He said that there was 
.some difference between his proposal and that of Mr. 
Chakra varti. According to his amendment, the M. A.^s 
of other universities could oiler themselves as candidates 
for tlie degree of Doctor of Letters only with the special 
permission of the Syndicate. 

Eai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti accepted the amend- 
ment. 

Prof. Sarkar said that the principle underlying the 
proposals was one which had been accepted by all the 
universities in the West. The University of Paris, for 
instance, had accepted it. It was not necessary that the 
student should be in residence in the University then 
or that he should pass a lower examination. Therefore, 
in introducing this change they would be only acting in 
accordance with the highest educational opinion in 
Europe. 

Dr. Ganganath Jha said that under the proposal they 
would admit to the Doctorate of Letters a graduate of 
another university who had not spent a single week in 
tile Hindu University and who sent up a thesis. He would 
say that that man had not undergone the discipline this 
University laid down. He doubted the wisdom of giving 
high credentials to men who had not uadergoue the 
course laid down. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad moved the following amendment : 
“E,ead ‘or of any other University when specially per- 
mitted by the Senate’ for ‘or of other Universities when 
specially permitted by the Syndicate’ in Mr. Seshadri’s 
proposal. The speaker said that he had considerable sym- 
pathy wdth the attitude taken up by Dr. Ganga Nath Jha. 
Their University had certain traditions. Doctorate was 
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the highest distinctioa which they could confer on any 
man, and if they made it easy for people who were not 
brought up in the traditions of the Hindu University to 
go there merely for the sake of taking away tliat very 
high distinction tliey w^ould be doing a thing which was 
not tolerated in any university. Let them take for ex- 
ample the neighbouring universities of Allahabad and 
Oalciitca. What did they find there ? In the case of the 
Allahabad, University there was absolutely no jirovision 
permitting outsiders to go up for the degrees of D.Litt,, 
B.Sc., or LL.D. In the case of M. D., however, a change 
had recently been introduced and the new regulation only 
emphasized the attitude that he took up. In the Univer- 
sity of Oaleutta also the regulations did not allow a man 
who was not an M.A. or M.Sc., of that university to go 
up for a higher degree. He must say in thi.s connection 
that a few'- years ago an exception was made in the case 
of one gentleman, Dr. Ram Das Klian. That gentleman 
took a high degree in America and he w^as permitted by 
the Calcutta University to go up for Ph.D. and he suc- 
ceeded in obtaining that degree. The University autho- 
rities then made it perfectly clear that in no circumstances 
wmiild the case of Dr. Ram Das be regarded as a precedent. 
He knew of a case in wdiich a graduate of the Bombay 
University applied to the Calcutta University for permis- 
sion to go up for the D. L. degree of that university, but 
the application w^as rejected. They would thus see that 
those twm universities w^ere very, very careful about this 
matter. They were not desirous that a man, who had 
not been brought up in their own traditions, should take 
away the highest distinction they could give. There was 
good reason, therefore, for their being very cautious in 
regard to this matter. They ought not to make their 
university a mere examining one, a university wdiich 
simply gave out degrees right and left. As he said before, 
he had considerable sympathy with the attitude taken 
up hj Dr. Jlia and he was inclined more towards his 
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attitude than towards that of Mr. Sesiiadri. and it was 
only as a sort of compromise that he brought forward 
tills amendment since all such special concessions w'ere 
granted by the Senate. 

Mr. Lakshminarayan seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Keightley said that if the mover of the amendment 
accepted a modification requiring of candidates’ residence 
and research work in the University for a period of one 
or two years before they presented themselves as candi- 
dates for the degree that would remove all objections. 
It would be a distinctly better attitude to take up than 
to shut their doors against advanced students who might 
be really willing to reside in the university and do re- 
search work. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said 
that he agreed with what Mr. Keightley had said, but 
his was a proposal which required to be discussed after 
proper notice. He suggested that they might take it 
up in proper form at a subsequent meeting. Speaking 
generally he said that they should be zealous of the 
conditions they laid down for the grant of degrees. The 
University was in an infant stage and they should not 
do anything which wmuld expose them to the charge 
that they w^ere trying to gain popularity by cheapening 
degrees. 

Mr. Keightley suggested that Mr. Seshadri might 
withdraw his amendment and that a committee be 
appointed as suggested by Mr. Ohakravarti, to consider 
the question of changes in the Kregnlations. 

Mr. Seshadri withdrew his amendment. 

Dr. Ganesli Prasad then proposed that a sub-committee 
consisting of the undermentioned gentlemen be appointed 
to consider the question of opening the doctorate in arts 
ami science to graduates of other universities than the 
Benares Hindu University : — 

The Viee-OIiancelior, 

The Pro-VIce-Chancellor, 
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The Hoii’ble Pandit Madau Mohan Malaviya, 

Prof. Jaduuatli Sarkar, 

Prof. P. Seshadri, 

Prof. Bertram Keightley, 

Dr. Ganesli Prasad, 

Rai G. N. Ohakravarti Bahadur (Convener). 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan MAilaviya seconded 
the motion and it was carried. 

6. Rai G. N. Ohakravarti Bahadur moved : 

That in Chapter XXVIII the following two regulations 
be added after regulation 2 and the regulations following 
be renumbered : 

(a) Notwithstanding anything contained in Regulation 
2, inspecting officers of an educational department, 
school-masters teaching in schools recognized by the 
University, demonstrators serving in the University or 
colleges affiliated to the University, may be admitted 
to the Examination by the special grace of the Senate 
provided that by the date of the examination not less 
than two academical years shall have elapsed since the 
dates of their Matriculation and that the period of 
continuous service shall have been not less than 18 
months.” 

(b) “Before a candidate is permitted by the special 
grace of the Senate to present himself in any science 
subject he shall produce a certificate from the principal 
of the University or a college affiliated to this University 
or some other University established by act of Legislature 
to the effect that he has completed the required course 
m the Oollege laboratory.” 

The mover said that he had taken these bodily from 
the regulations of the Allahabad University. He thought 
they ought to give the same facilities to their teachers as 
the Allahabad University gave to its teachers. 

Dr. Gangaiiath Jha: May I enquire what the term 
“Educational Department” means in this case ? Does it 
mean Educational departments throughout India ? 
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Mr. Ohakravarti : Yes. 

Professor Nag seconded the proposal. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya suggested 
caution in this matter. 

Mr. Chakravarti then suggested . some modifications 
in his propo.sals and they were accepted by the Senate in 
the following form : — 

(a) “Notwithstanding anything contained in Regula- 
tions, school-masters teaching in schools recognized by 
the University, demonstrators serving in the University 
or any of its constituent colleges may be admitted to the 
examination by the special grace of the Senate provided 
that by the date of the examination not less tiian two aca- 
demical years shall have elapsed .since the date of their 
Matriculation and that the period of continuous service 
shall have been not less than 18 months.’’ 

(b) “ Before a candidate is permitted by the special 

# grace of the Senate to present himself in any science sub- 

ject he shall produce a certificate from the principal of a 
constituent college of the University to the effect that he 
has completed the required course in the college laboratoT5’'.” 

7. Hai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti moved that in 

' • Chapter XXIX after regulation 2, regulation (a) (as modi- 

fied above) be added and that the words “ passing the 
Intermediate Examination ” be substituted for the word 

P “ Matriculation.” 

After it had been duly seconded it was put to the meet- 
ing and carried. 

8. Rai Bahadur G. N. Chakravarti moved that in 
Chapter XXXII after regulation 2, the regulation (o) (men- 
tioned above in item No. 7.) and regulation (b) (mentioned 
in item No. 6. ) be added. The mover said that this pro- 
posal related to the B.Sc. examination. The Allahabad 

I University had not so far allowed school-masters to appear 

I ^ at the B.Sc. Examination. At the last meeting of the 

Faculty of Science of that University he (the speak- 
er) moved for a change and the Faculty approved that 
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ciiaage. WImt he proposed there that day was in con- 
formity with that proposal of the Faculty of Science of the 
Allahabad University which would have to be passed by 
the Senate of that University at its next meeting. 

The Pro-Vice-Ohancellor interrogated as to bow long 
the Allahabad Science Faculty had existed and wiien the 
last change about the matter in question had taken place. 

Professor Nag said that the Allahabad University was 
not changing the rule ; it was only explaining the meaning 
of the rule. 

Mr. Ohakravarti said that it was not a question of age. 
The reason why the Allahabad University had not made this 
change so far was that their school-masters, as they stated, 
were spread all over the province and they could have no 
facilities for the study of science. He then pointed out that 
there were some institutions, such as Queen’s College, where 
they could have facilities. But there could not be any ' 
siich difficulty in the case of the Hindu University. 

The Pro-Vice-Chancellor (to Dr. Ganesh Prasad) 
What is the practice in the Calcutta University ? 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad said that the Calcutta University 
interpreted the rules in a more liberal manner. 

Professor Nag seconded Mr. Ohakravarti’s proposal and 
it w'as put to the meeting and carried. 

9. Rai Bahadur G. N. Ohakravarti moved that in Regu- 
lation 1, Chapter VIII under (a) after the words “Pro-Vice- 
Ohancellor” the w^ords “the University Professors” be added. 

The mover said that the Library committee as consti- 
tuted at present consisted of the Vice-Chancellor, the 
Pro- Vice-Chancellor, the Registrar, the Librarian andeiglit 
other members appointed by the Senate of whom not less 
than four should be professors or other members of the 
teaching staff of the University or principals or professors 
of constituent colleges. It seemed to him eminently desir- 
able that their University professors also should be on the 
committee. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad seconded the motion. 
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Mr. Seshadri said that Mr. Ohakravartfs proposal 
Avould make the committee unwieldy. He would therefore 
propose the following as an amendment : That the num- 
ber of members to be elected by the Senate be raised from, 
8 to 12 with a view to secure better representation of the 
subjects of the University courses, and the minimum num- 
ber of professors be raised to 8. 

Professor Diitt seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Keightley suggested that ‘resident professors’ 
should be substituted for “University professors.” 

After some discussion the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya proposed that tlie proposal to enlarge the Library 
•Committee with a view to securing the repreiisentation of 
all departments be referred to that Committee itself for 
opinion. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya’s proposal 
Was accepted by the meeting. 

10. Mr. Seshadri moved the following resolution 
^‘Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
the regulations, Samskrit shall not be one of the compulsory 
subjects of study in the B.A. course for such students as 
arenowiiUthe Intermediate Arts classes of the Central 
Hindu College and have not taken up Sanskrit as one of 
their subjects for the Intermediate course.” 

The mover said that the proposal was somewhat in the 
nature of a transitory regulation. The Senate had made a 
provision some time ago to enable the present students of 
the Central Hindu Ooliege pursuing the Allahabad Univer- 
sity courses to appear at their examhiations. Somedifliciii- 
ties which came to light now were not anticipated when 
they passed that regulation. At present in the Inter- 
mediate class of the C. H. C., on the Arts side, there w-ere 
a number of students who had not taken Sanskrit as one 
of tiieir subjects. According to the course of the tlindu 
University those students who had not taken Samskrit 
would be compelled to take Samskrit as a compulsory sub- 
ject in the B. A. class. That would be a great hardship 
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to them. He, therefore, asked the Senate to grant, them 
the concession proposed. 

Prof. Raiie seconded the proposal. 

Prof. Batheja said that it was too drastic a step to 
make Samskrit compulsory at that early stage. There 
were also practical difficulties in the way. There were 
many provinces where Samskrit was not taught to the 
students. If they made the study of Samskrit compul- 
sory they would exclude people from other provinces from 
the University. It, was however possible there might be 
other ways of making the study of Samskrit popular. So 
he would propose the following amendment 
That a committee consisting of : » 

Mahamaliopadhyaya Pandit AdityaRam Bliattacharya,

The Hoh’ble Pt. Madan Mohan Malaviya, B.A,, LL.B,, 
Pandit Baidev Ram Dave, 

Rai G. N. Chakra varti Bahadur, M.A., LL.B., 

Professor Jadimatli Sarkar, M.A., P.R.S., 

Professor P. Sesliadri, M.A., and 
Professor N. 0. Nag, M.A., 

with Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya as convener, be 
appointed to consider the difficulties alleged to have been 
created by the regulations making Samskrit compulsory 
for the B.A. and F.A. Examinations and to recommend the 
best method which the University can adoiit to popularise 
the study of Samskrit without sacrificing its general effi- 
ciency, and that until such recommendations are received 
and considered by the Senate, B.A. and, F.A, Students may 
be permitted to offer in lieu of Samskrit any other optional 
subject allowed by the regulations. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya suggested 
that the proposal of Mr. Seshadri be accepted and that 
Mr. Batheja’s proposal be withdrawn' for the present. 

Br. Ganganatli Jha said that he fully remembered the 
motives that led them to include Samskrit as a compulsory 
subject in the Arts course. They considered it as a sacred 
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trust and so they iiad to preserve that trust. Tliere were 
a few students who had not read Samskrit and he thought 
it would be wise and in keeping with the spirit of the 
University if for those few students they prescribed a 
special course in Samskrit, an elementary course w’-hieii it 
would not take more than six mouths to master. That 
would be a proper course to follow having regard to the 
motives that lay behind the regulations. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad suggested that with the permission 
of the cliairman. Dr. Jha might move an amendment on 
the lines lie suggested. 

The Pro-Vice-Chancellor said that speaking as a mem- 
ber of the Senate he had a great amount of sympathy 
wdtii the course suggested by Dr. Jha. In Calcutta, for 
instance, Samskrit wuis not compulsory before 1864. In 
1864, a rule was introduced making Samskrit compulsory 
in Intermediate. The authorities then introduced a light 
course in Samskrit to enable students t o master it. Subse- 
quently, however, the course w^as made heavy. The same 
thing could be clone in the Hindu University also. 

Mahamahopadhyaya Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri said 
that they had done the same thing in the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning. Some courses were found to be heavy, 
and they lightened them. They might do the same tiling 
here. 

After some discussion the Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya moved that the consideration of the proposal be 
postponed till the next meeting. , 

The motion w-as put to the vote and carried, 7 voting 
for and 6 against it. 

11. Mr. Seshadri moved : Regulation 4 of Chapter X, 
regarding the annual fee to be paid by registered graduates, 
shall apply only from the date from which the Court 
confers upon them the privilege of electing fellows to the 
Senate as contemplated by Statiite 19 (Cl. lih). 

The mover said that according to the regulations the 
graduates had to pay a certain fee for getting their names 
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registered ; they were also required to pay an annual fee 
of Rs. 2. According to the statutes the right of electing 
fellows would be conferred on the registered graduates by 
the University at a certain stage at some future date. 
He, therefore, proposed that the regulation relating to 
annual fee be kept in suspense until the privilege of 
electing fellows was conferred on the registered graduates. 

The Hon’bie Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya opposed 
the proposal. He said that so long as a graduate did not 
get himself registered he would not be required to pay the 
annual fee. If the privilege of electing fellows was con- 
ferred on them after many years and if there was a hard- 
ship, then they might discuss the matter. At present 
they could not say when the privilege would be conferred. 

Mr. Seshadri withdrew' his proposal. 

12. Prof. Jadunath Sarkar proposed certain changes in 
the History courses of the Intermediate, B.A. and M.A. 
classes. 

The mover said that the reasons that led the Board 
of Studies to suggest these modifications in the courses 
had been set forth in the introduction to his note and he 
would not, therefore, take up the time of the Senate by 
going through them now'. He, however, wanted to explain, 
if any such explanation was necessary, ihat no reflection 
was cast upon those gentlemen who at considerable 
expense of time drew' up the old course. The revised 
course, he said, w'as* proposed only from the point of view' 
of teachers and students. They could not amplify their 
staff as much as the teachers would desire and so they 
must put the teachers to the best use. Further, they had 
in view the higher ambition of encouraging their staff, 
each to specialise in his own department. They wanted 
also to encourage a deeper study among their M.A. 
students. With these objects in view they had proposed 
some changes in the courses. They had suggested no 
change in the L A. course. In the B.A. (pass) course also 
no change w'as made. In the B.A. (honours) course a slight 
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change was suggested. In the M.A, course tliey suggested 
inanj' clianges. Several text-books had been retained and 
in some cases later works had been prescribed without 
making any departure from the standard. Thus, the 
changes -were not so revolutionary as they appeared on 
paper. The principles followed in revising the M.A. course 
had been detailed in bis note. Prof. Sarkar explained that 
the board of studies met by compartments and in an 
informal manner. They could not always summon Pandit 
Kara Prasad Sbastri to all the meetings of the Board, Bo 
all the local members of the Board met together and 
discussed the scheme in great detail. Then he went to- 
Bankipore to discuss it with Shastriji. The speaker also 
said that this change implied no censure on any one. The 
Calcutta University, he pointed out, had three different 
courses in the course of three years. 

Prof. Batheja seconded the resolution. 

Maharaahopadhyaya Pandit Kara Prasad Shastri said 
that in the case of the Calcutta University he found that 
one course was in force for 10 years and thereafter a 
change was made in the course. In the present case one 
course was only formulated, and not even acted upon, and 
still a change had been made. In framing that course 
great care "was taken to intensify^ the study of the history 
not only of lesser India but of greater India, also. They 
suggested that the histories of the countries surrounding 
India, in the west and in the east should also be read by 
students. In the revised course much of what they 
suggested had been taken away and a good deal of 
THiiropeaii history with which they, in India, had nothing to 
do was put in. There they were dealing with a new ideal 
of Indian history, an ideal with which the Hindus were 
more conversant. If they simply imitated the courses of 
other universities he did not think it would be quite proper 
to call that course a ‘ Hindu University course. ’ 

Prof, Batheja explained the considerations that led 
the Board of Studies to make the changes in the courses.

He said that they considered the old courses and found 
some defects in them. Their aim was specialisation and 
with that end in view they followed a different course in 
grouping the subjects. For instance, if a man wanted to 
specialise in ancient history, they required him to study 
tlie ‘ ancient group ’ and if a man wanted mediaeval iiis- 
tory, they required him to read the ‘mediaeval group’ and 
so on. He would ask the Senate to say whether this 
principle which they followed was not more useful. 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya suggested 
some changes in the proposed course. 

Prof. Satyavrata Bhattacharya said that the salient 
feature of the existing course was that it provided for 
specialisation in Indian history. The old Board of Studies 
was impressed by the view that everything should be 
done to encourage the study of Indian history in this 
university and therefore they tried to make the study 
intensive as far as possible. At the same time, they 
believed that to send out from the University an M. A. 




history student who knew nothing of the history of other 
countries would be farcical. So, what the board attempt- 
ed to do was to make the Indian history course very 
intensive and to provide for a surface study of the histo- # 

lies of other countries, as well. This year, the Board of 
Studies changed the course in certain respects. They 
left the Indian history course practically as it was, but 
they thought that a mere surface study of the histories 
of other countries would not do and therefore provided for 
intensive study of certain periods of the histories of other 
countries also. This was the difference between the 
existing course and the proposed course. 

Prof. Sarkar briefly replied to the criticisms, defer- 
ring to the remarks of Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri he said 
that they had provided in the revised course for the study 
of the historj^ of further India also. He was as keen 
about the glory of their ancestors beyond the boundaries 
of India as any one could foe and he might mention inci- 
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tientaily that lie got permission to order by telegram some 
very rare books of a celebrated orientalist Tv-hicli were 
being sold and he lioped be would be able to secure them 
for the University. He next explained in detail the 
changes made in the course for the M. A. and agreed to 
make certain changes suggested by Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya. 

Dr, Ganga Nath Jhasaid:— ‘If it is found necessary 
to make any important changes in the proposals of the 
Faculty then I propose that these proposals with the 
proposed clianges be sent back to the Faculty for opinion.’ 

After some discussion Dr. Jha withdrew the motion, 
and the Senate adopted the course with some modifications. 
(Vide Appendix A). 

13. Prof. Batheja brought forward proposals for insti- 
tuting Economics as an option in the Intermediate course 
and making certain changes in the Economics Vmrses of 
the B.A. and M.A. degrees. 

The mover said that the Board of Studies in Economics 
had held several meetings, always formally convened, and 
had spent considerable time in framing the new courses. 
Mr. Manohar Lai, who could not attend, had been 
consulted by correspondence, and the Board had given tiie 
very best consideration to his si}ggestions and adopted 
them as far as possible. The Board had also the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that the new course was approved by the 
gentleman who had framed the old course. The new re- 
vised course was laid before the I'aculty of Arts on the 
previous day and passed by the B’aculty with certain 
modifications. He was now placingbefore them tlie course 
as it had been amended by the Faculty. 

Professor Satyavrata Bhattacliarya seconded the motion 
and it %vas passed {vide Appendix B). 

Resolved tliat the new courses in Economics should 
come into force from July 1918 with respect ‘to the next 
Previous Examination of 1919 and all Examinations of 1920., 

14. Prof. Nag moved :

' Resolved that an additional course in Oliemistry fully 
covering the requirements of the Preliminary Scientific 
examination of the medical degree of the Allahabad 
University should be provided and it sliould be optional 
for candidates appearing for the Intermediate examina- 
tion to take this course in addition to the ordinary course.’ 

‘ Resolved further that the syllabus prescribed by the 
University of Allahabad for the Preliminary Scientific 
examination be adopted for this additional optional course 
in Oliemistry.’ 

The mover said* that their Intermediate students had to 
read a course which was lower than the course prescribed 
by the Allahabad University for students who wdshed to 
go up for the Preliminary Scientific examination. 

In order to enable their Intermediate students to 
appear at the medical examinations, he had proposed an 
optional course, and his proposal had been accepted by the 
Faculty of Science. 

Dr. Ganga Nath Jha seconded the proposal and it< was 
passed. 

to. Dr. Ganga Nath Jha pointed out that there was 
some overlapping betw'een the following proposal (item 16 
of the Agenda) and resolution No. 4 (2) of the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning passed that morning, and he therefore 
proposed that its consideration be postponed to the next 
meeting of the Senate and in the meanwhile both of them 
be referred to the Syndicate, 

“ Resolved that the Senate be requested to add the 
following proviso to Regulation 15, Chapter .XIV of the 
Regulations: — 

Provided that any one who has passed the Traivarsliika, 
Sliastri and Aoliarya examinations of the Ranavira Sainskrit 
Patlisliala or the Tirtha examination of Behar or the Tirtha 
examination* of Bengal, shall be eligible for admission 
without being required to pass the Praveshika examina- 
tion.” 
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Tile Hon’ble Pandit Madan Moliaii Malaviya seconded 
the proposal and it was passed. 

10. The Senate ftextf considered the foliowing resolution 
of tiie Syndicate passed on the 28tli Kovemher, 1917 ; — 

“Read resolution No. 3, passsd by the Faculty of Oriental 
Learning at the meeting held on Sth Maj% 1917, and resolu- 
tion No. 6 passed by the same Faculty at the meeting held 
on 2Sth October, 1017 (vide Appendix C), as well as the notes 
of Mahamahopadliyaya Dr. Ganga Nath Jlia, dated 22ad 
November, 1917, regarding the separation of KavyaSahitya 
from Vyakarana. Resolved that the matter he referred 
to the Faculty of Oriental Learning and to the Senate, 
and copies of Mahamahopadliyaya Dr. Ganga Nath .Thais 
note (vide Appendix D) as well as of any note which may 
be received on the subject from the Pro-Vice-Ohaneellor 
(vide Appendix E), should be sent to both the bodies.” 

Mahamahopadliyaya Pandit Hara Prasad Shastri moved: 
—‘that at the Shastri stage Vyakaran-Sahitya combined in 
the old regulations he separated as two different subjects, 
vl^.^ Vyakaran oncl Sahitya and that the Government he - 
moved to accept the recommendation.’ 

Mr. Seshadri seconded the proposal. 

Dr. Ganca Nath Jha opposed the motion. He said that 
from the inception of this University the ideal before him 
was that the courses of study and methods of examination 
in this University should bean improvement on the courses 
of study and methods of examinatiou prevailing elsewhere 
in tlie country and he had always fought for that ideal. 
One of the great evils of the examination system at present 
iiad been to lower the standard of scholarship of Pandits. 
Even though the system had been in vogue for 30 years 
there had not been a single man who had been classed as 
a first class Pandit. Considering all that, they combined 
the two subjects, viz.^ Grammar and Literature, in the 
eurriculiim of tiie Hindu University, He pointed out that 
the combining of the two wms not an imitation of any 
current terminology ; it was a deliberate thing put in with 
'SI.' . ;; 
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a view to remove a f?,reat drawback. It was only a feeble 
attempt at undoing the wrong that bad’.been done to Sams- 
krit scholarship by the system of examination that had 
been in vogue throughout th country during the last 30 
years. Ever since the proposal of separating the two 
subjects had been brought forward in this University, he 
had tried his best to fight against it. Therefore it was 
that he was opposing it even then although on principle 
he was opposed to upsetting the decisions of a Faculty. 
He would be proving false to himself if he did not oppose 
it. As regards the procedure that had been adopted in 
regard to this matter the speaker said that the resolution 
of the Syndicate was that the matter be referred to the 
Faculty of Oriental Learning. When the matter was con- 
sidered on the 10th March, 1918, it was not considered by 
the Faculty of Oriental Learning but by a joint meeting 
of the Faculties of Theology and Oriental Learning. The 
previous day the Faculty of Oriental Learning considered 
the matter and it said that the subject should not be 
re-opened as it had been considered once.' 

The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan M'alaviya among 
•other things put special stress on the'following two reasons 
ill favour of the change which he placed before the meeting 
in his reply to Dr. Jha. 

(a) The first was that having allowed the alternative 
courses in Vyakarana it was only just and consistent not 
to demand a knowledge of the higher grammatical merits 
as was included in a combined course such as has been or 
would be prescribed, 

(b) Dr. Ganga Nath Jha himself suggested separate 
courses of Sahitya and Vyakarana in the Allahabad Uni- 
versity, why then his opposition here. 

The Pro-Vice-Oliancellor then described at length the 
history of the question and gave his own reasons for sup- 
porting the proposal of Pandit Haraprasad Shastri. He 
observed that he was not behind any body in his desire to 
improve the study of Samskrit in the Hindu University. 
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He referred to liis note (vide Appendix A of the minutes of 
the ifaciilty of Theology dated 15tli February, 1917) on the 
lines on wdiich Samskrit should be studied in the Hindu 
Uiiiversity, His remarks on Dr. Ganga Nath Jiia’s note 
in connection with this separation of Sahitya and Yyaka- 
rana, had dealt with fully all that Dr. Ganga Nath Jha had 
staled in his note and lie (the speaker) would not repeat 
them here As to the teciuucal objection that the question 
was not discussed in the meeting of the Oriental Faculty 
but in a joint meeting of the two faculties of Oriental 
Learning and Theology, he observed that the joint meeting 
was convened under a resolution of tlio Syndicate (vide 
resolution No. 6 (b) of the meeting of the Syndicate held on 
27th January, 1918) and all the fourteen members who 
attended the joint meeting had voted in favour of the 
separation of the study of Sahitya and Vyakarana at the 
Shastri stage. Of these fourteen all were inenihers of the 
Faculty of Oriental Learning, some of them being common 
to both the Faculties. 

Dr.Ganesh Prasad in the course of his speech supporting 
the proposal of Pauclit Hara Prasad Shastri said that he 
saw nothing incorrect in the procedure of the Joint meet- 
ings of the Faculties of Oriental Learning and Theology to 
which exception has been taken by Dr. Ganga Nath Jha 
and that considering all that he had heard on both sides he 
would vote for the proposal 

The resolution was finally passed by the Senate, Dr. 
Ganga Nath Jha voting against. 

17. Read resolutions Nos. 5 (II) and (IV), 6 and 8 (vide 
Appendix 0) of the joint meeting of the F'aculties of 
Oriental Learning and Theology of the Benares Hindu 
University held on the 10th March, 1918.

His Honor Sir Havcourt Butler, K.O.S.I., I.O.S., 

Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces of Agra and 
Oudh, Visitor of the Univer-sity, also kindiy attended the 
meeting. 

His Highness the Pro-Chancellor in opening the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting said ; — 

“ Gentlemen, we meet to-day under the gloom of a 
great loss and deep sorrow. The death of our worthy 
and universally esteemed Vice-Chaueellor, Sir Sundarlal, 
while he was still in full possession of his physical and 
mental powers, has been a blow which might well stagger 
tJie University. The late Ur, Sundarlal had the rare 
combination of practical common sense with goodness of 
heart in an eminent degree and this wonderful admixture 
slione fortli, both in his private and public life. I am sure 
I am voicing the general sentiment, without in any way 
casting any reflection upon the many eminent and worthy 
gentlemen in our midst, when I say, that it will not bo an 
easy thing to lill his place. 
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“ Though lio is dead, his spirit, and good exami>le v/ilt- 
remain to inspire ns to be actuated by the high ideals that 
moved him, and to follow, to the best of our ability, in his 
footsteps. Gentlemen, this is a heritage of no mean value. 

“ J: tliink I may also be permitted, on behalf of the 
University, to offer to Lady Siindariai and those nearest to 
him our lieart-felt sympathy. 

“ Gentlemen, now it is my pleasant duty to offer to Sir 
Hai'oourt Butler, the Ruler of these Provinces and an Ex- 
.flicio Patron of the Benares Hindu University, not only 
on my own behalf as the Pro-Ohancellor but on behalf of 
the University as a whole, our heart-felt welcome. I 
welcome Sir Harcourt Butler, not only as an old and 
esteemed friend, but as one who has taken an active part 
in promoting the cause of Indian Education in general and 
of this University in particular. We all know how much 
the success of our University Act through the Imperial 
Legislative Council was due to his valued and friendly 
interest and advice and active help. It is a good augury 
for the future well-being of this great Institution that 
during its infancy, it should have the fostering and paren- 
tal care of Sir Harcourt Butler. We may also rely, in 
times of stress and difRculty, upon his sympathy, and even 
I make bold to say, within the limits permitted to him, 
upon his help. Sir Harcourt has sown the seed and the 
plant that has grown out of it will engage his tendereat 

“ Since we met last, the construction of some of the 
necessary buildings has begun. The Arts CJolIoge, the 
Science College with its Physical and Chemical Labora- 
tories, a certain number of residence.s for Professors, and 
hostels which will accommodate 600 students, are in the 
course of construction or about to be taken in hand. Other 
buildiugs are being planned. Difficulties arising out of the 
War will somewhat delay the work, but the Enginooriiig 
Staff is working hard to expedite the con.struction ns much 
as circumstances permit. 
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“ I, uuderstand tiiat since we last met, Sir Simclarlal had 
matured pi'opnsals lor the starting of a Teachers’ Training 
College herefrom July next. I am pleased to hear that 
tlie proposals are being considered by the Oouncil and tlie 
Finance Oommittee. The establishment of such a College 
seems desirable not only because it will provide a voca- 
tional training Lo our graduates and open a useful earomr 
to tliein, but also because it will partly meet a want which 
is keenly felt. Trained teachers are everywhere in 
<lemand, both in British India and Indian States, and I 
hope the College w'ill soon be brought into existence. We 
may expect tliat some of the States will send their 
graduate-teachers here to receive the benefit of a regular 
course of training and thereby to enhance the value of 
their teaching. In this matter also, as in others which 
our University is expected to undertake, our aim should 
he the highest and we should endeavour to produce a 
type of trained teachers wdio wall he the Indian couutei-part 
of the famous masters of some of the public schools in 
England. In this connection, I am glad to learn that the 
learned Director of Public Instruction of the United Pro- 
vinces aD<l the Principal of the Government Training 
College, Allahabad, have kindly offered to help us with 
their advice and co-operation. They are entitled to our 
thanks. 

“ I understand that proposals for establishing a Law 
College also are under consideration. In my opinion it 
can wait till the more pressing needs of the country are 
satisfied. As I suggested to the late Dr. Sundarlal some 
time ago, it is of the utmost importance that instead of 
purely theoretical Science and Law, the University substi- 
tuted Agriculture and Commerce until such time when the 
University could afford to liave them all. I attach no end 
of importance to Agriculture and Commerce, and I trust 
the Senate will be good enough to take this suggestion 
into their serious aud close consideration. 

“ But the most important advance which it gives me 
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pleasure to bring to your notice, has been in the direction 
of the formation of the Faculty of Technology, I am glad 
to mention the handsome grant of Ks. 24,000 a year, in 
addition to the lamp grant of Bs. 2,00,000 made by His 
Highness the Maliaraja of Jodhpur as an endowment for 
the .fodtipur Hardinge Ohair of Technology. You will also 
rejoice to learn that my esteemed Mend His Highness the 
Maliaraja of Patiala, has been pleased to sanction the 
handsome grant of Rs. 5,00,000 non-recurring and Rs. 24,000 
per annum recurring to promote the teaching of electrical 
and mechanical engineering at our University. And our 
Chancellor, His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore, also has 
in addition to his lump grant of Rs. 2,00,000 sanctioned an 
annual grant of Rs. 12,000 for ten years. I am sure you 
will desire me to convey our warmest thanks to all those 
generous donors for their very liberal and timely donations. 
Evidently these three grants totalling Rs. 60,000 a year 
have made it possible for us now to start a Faculty of 
Teclinology. I am informed that Sir Sundarlal has actually 
taken some steps towards the formation of this Faculty. 
A scheme is now under preparation, and, when it is ready 
and has been duly considered and passed by the proper 
University authorities, it will be submitted to our Visitor 
for his sanction, which is required under the Act. 

“Gentlemen, if Technology has received so liberal a sup- 
port there is no reason why a similar good fortune should 
not attend the Faculties of Agriculture and Oowmerce to 
the early creation of which I have already dz’awn your 
attention. What is wanted is to get a scheme prepared 
by experts and to announce the cost, both initial and 
recurring winch it may involve. I feel sure that an 
appeal for them backed up by facts and figures will meet 
with the same ready response as the one for Technology. 

“ I ventured in my two previous addresses to lay certain 
matters before you for consideration, and I am sure tbey 
will all receive due attention froni those in whose hands 
lies the difficult task of administering the affairs of the 
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University. I venture to think that it would be helpful if 
it were made known publicly or privately what fate has 
attended the various suggestions that may have been put 
forward or may be put forw'ard in the future and in the 
case of their non-adoption, the reasons for such a conclu- 
sion. 

“ I have detained you long, but I cannot conclude my 
addres.s without making a reference to the most important 
# business on the agenda of this meeting, namely, the elec- 

tion of a new Vice-Chancellor. I will not anticipate the 
result of your voting but can only ask you to weigh care- 
fully the “ pros ” and “ cows ” in respect of each of the 
names that may be proposed, .so as to ensure your choice 
falling on a worthy person under whose capable and 
tboughtful guidance our infant University will make sound 
progress and attain prosperity. 

“ In conclusion, let me, gentlemen, exbort you not to be 
p discouraged by adverse circumstances. In holding on stead- 

fastly to a high purpose you will find your greatest support.. 
You have undertaken the enlightenment and uplifting of 
the rising generation of your countrymen without distinc- 
tion of caste or creed, and through the blessings of the 
^ Almighty God, so long as this great ideal and high pur- 

pose remain your goal, without any selfish motive to 
shake your purpose and unnerve your resolve you have 
every reason to hope and none to despair.” 

On the conclusion of His Highness’ address, the Pro- 
- Vice-Chancellor Mahamahopadhyaya Pandit Adityaram 

Bhattacliarya, M.A., said that His Highness the Pro-Chan- 
cellor had already referred to the lamented death of the 
' late Vice-Chancellor, the Hon’ble Dr. Sir Sunderlal. His 

heart was too full to permit of his expressing either their 
sense of sorrow at the loss they had sustained in the death 
of their most esteemed Vice-Ohancellor, or their apprecia- 
tion of lus most valuable services to the University. He 
^ would not attempt to do more than to move the following 

resolution : 
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“ Tiiat the Court of the Benares Hindu University places 
on record its sense of profound sorrow at the sudden death 
of the Hon'ble Sir Sundarlal and of the great and irrepar- 
able loss widen the University has sustained thereby. Tlie 
Court further records its deep gratitude for the distinguish- 
ed ahility, wisdom and devotion with which he laboured to 
bring the University into existence, and, as its first ’Vice- 
Chancellor, to organise it and place In on a sound basis. 
Tlie Court requests His Highness the Pro-Chancellor to 
convey its deep sympathy to Lady Sundarlal, Pandit 
Baldcv Earn Dave and the other members of the family in 
their sad bereavement. ” 

Tlie Hon’ble Pandit Madan Moban Malavlya seconded 
the motion. He was visibly overpowered by emotion as he 
made the following short speech 

“ I cannot express in words what I feel. No one has 
worked harder for the University, none has contributed 
more to its establishment by his ability, wisdom and 
unflagging devotion to duty than did our dear departed 
friend. In reality, Sir Sundarlal has contributed more to 
it thaa I can tell, I have every reason to hope that 
the Hindu University will be served in the long future 
that lies before it,- by a line of distinguished Vice-Chan- 
cellors. But I believe that none will excel Sir Sundar La! 
in the invalnableness of the work which he did in bringing 
about the establishment of the University and in placing 
its foundations on a firm and sound basis. Truly has he 
deserved well of the University, and I hope and trust that 
aslong as the University will last, the memory of Sir Sundar 
Lai will be cherished with reverence and gratitude as that 
of a most unassuming, unselfish and indefatigable worker 
in its cause, of a wise friend and guide, of a noble-minded 
servant and benefactor.” 

Eai Gyane-ndra Nath Ohakravarti Bahadur, M.A., L.L.B,, 
in supporting the resolution said : — 

“ When 1 was asked by certain friends here to say a 
few words on the .sad event, I hesitated because I felt that 
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ctjl'tiUli leeliu'xs are too deep for expression a.nd words 
(.'iUiuot oxpres.s the fulness of the heart, but lest luy silence 
may be liable to misinterpretation I have acceded to the 
request ; but I shall be brief and will not detain you long. 
Sir Suiidar Lai and myself were brought up together within 
the walls of the same college and grew under the foster- 
ing care of that eminent educationist Augustus Harrison. 
There was no student in the whole college who enjoyed 
greater esteem, allection and care of Augustus Harrison 
than Sundar Lai. Then, later on in life, I was intimately 
associated with the great mau in tlie work of the Allalia- 
bad University. I think it vvas left to the genius of our 
present Lieutenant-Governor, Sir Harcourt Butler, to dis- 
cover him and then to advise his Government, when he 
was Secretary, to appoint Sir Sundar Lai as the Yice- 
Ohancellor of the Allahabad University. He was the first 
non-oflioial Indian Vice-Chancellor appointed in the history 
of the Indian Universities. Sir Harcourt Butler mad© a 
bold experiment and its success is borne out by the history 
of the Allahabad University. There was no one whose advice 
was more valued, whose guidance was more heljiful, than 
that of Sir Sundar Lai. We have an impression here that 
some of the Indian members who serve on Committees 
with European chairmen always say ditto to what may be 
said by tlie latter. But I can tell you that in the meoting.s 
of the Allahabad University Sir Sundar Lai enjoyed so 
much coniidence and commanded so much weiglit that 
there were many Europeans who would not force their 
own opinion against his, concerning University matters. I 
remember one occasion which is notable, as no less a person 
than the Chief .Justice of the Allahabad High Court had 
expressed strongly certain opinions and then he turned to 
Sir Similar Lai for an expression of his views. It so hap- 
pened that Sir Sundar Lai expressed a dilfercnt opinion 
and immediately the Chief Justice said that in the light of 
the remarks lie withdrew his previous opinion and agreed 
wdth Sir Sundar Lai. 
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“As to the work which he has done for the Hitidit 
University it is not for me to say mucli, because all of us 
were associated with him. TJie great loss we have suller- 
ed and the difficulty of filling up the gap lie has left, bear 
eloquent testimony to the great service he rendered to the 
University.” 

The Hon’ble Dr. Tej Bahadur Sapru, M.A., LL.D., sup- 
ported the resolution. 

Dr. Ganesh Prasad, D.Sc., further supported the re- 
solution and said : — 

“Your Highness the Pro-Ohaucellor, Your Honour the 
Visitor, Your Highness the Maharaja of Benares and the 
members of the Court, I rise as a student and as a scholar 
to pay my humble tribute to the great worth of our late 
revered Vice-Ohancellor, Sir Sundar Lai. I may say 
that in my experience in India and in countries out* 
side India I have come across a good many scholars but I 
have never seen a man of such an equable temperament 
as Sir Sundar Lai, who may be said to have covered 
an iron hand in a velvet glove. He was always amenable 
to reason and willing to receive good advice even from his 
opponents. It was his indefatigable zeal, his great in- 
dustry and his vast learning that enabled him to do a good 
many things and to discharge his multifarious duties to 
the greatest satisfaction of all reasonable men. Thus, in 
spite of a very heavy practice, he managed to perform his 
duties as the Vice-Chancellor of the Allahabad University 
and as Vice-Chancellor of the Hindu University. It was 
a terrible loss to the Hindu University when Sir Sundar 
Lai was snatched from us at a time when we expected to 
receive from him the best possible advice and guidance. 
Our feelings are too deep for utterance. I beg, therefore, 
tp resume my seat after having paid my humble tribute 'to 
the memory of that great man.” , 

The resolution was carried unanimously, the whole 
assembly standing in silence. 

II. The Hou’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya then 
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iii()ve(l that tlie minutes of tho meetings of the Court held 
oil- the SObli au'l 30th October last, printed coitios of \Yhich 
were already in tlie hands -of the members, be eonlirined. 

ihindit Baldev Ram Dave seconded the motion and it 
was carried unanimously. 

III. The Hoa’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya said 
that there was a vacancy among the members of theCotirt 
caused by the resignation of Babu Jwala Prasad who wms 
elected by tlie Court under clause {/') of sub-section 1, 
Class Til, of Statute 14, of the University. He wa.s grate- 
ful to Babu .Jwala Pi’asad that he had sent in his resigna- 
tion at liis reque.st, in order to create a vacancy to permit 
of tho Hcm’ble Sir Siva Swaiiiy Aiyer of Madras being 
elected a member of the Court tliat day, tt was necessary 
that he should bo so elected before he could be proposed 
for election as a Vice-Chancellor, He therefore moved his 
election as a member of the Court. 

Pandit Baldev Barn Dave seconded the motion, and it 
was unanimously carried. 

IV. The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya then 
moved that the Hoa’ble Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer, B.A„ B.L., 
K.O.S.I., C.I.R , Ex-member of the Executive Council of the 
Governor of Madras and at present Vice-Chancellor of the 
Madras University, be elected Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, In moving the resolution he .said : — 

“It is unnecessary for me to speak of the great loss 
which the University has sustained by the death of Sir 
Suiidiir Lnl. That loss is irreparable. For many reasons 
which it is hardly necessary to dilate upon, he was most 
litted to guide the affiairs of the University in its present 
stage. But he is gone, and the work of the University 
must be carried on. After having consulted several 
fcUow-workers, and after having given the matter my 
most earnest consideration, I eam.e to the conclusion 
that the best man whom we could select as tlie successor of 
Sir Sundar Lai was Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer. By his distin- 
guished ability, experience, character and position he 
33 
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seemed to me to be. eminently fitted to fill the plaoe vacat- 
ed by our lamented I'rieiid and to guide the afTairs of the 
University iu its present stage. He is a distiuguialiod 
scholar not only of English hut of Sanskrit also. For many 
years he was the Advocate-General of Madras. Subse- 
quently he was a member of the Executive Council of tlu*. 
Governor of Madras, and lie is at present the Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the Madras University. His scholarshii) of Sanskrit 
is of a high, order. He lias been the President of the E-xa- 
inination Board for Sanskrit in Madras for many yea)’s. 
He has always taken a keen interest in the cause of edu- 
cation. When it wms first proposed to ask him to accept 
the Vice-Chancellorship some friends thought that being 
placed at such a great distance he would not agree to do 
so. But I am glad and thankful to be able to say that in 
response to my request he has agreed, if elected, to serve 
the University as its Vice-Chancellor. 

‘‘The only point urged at any time against my proposal 
was that Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer will not be able to reside 
on the spot. Wlieu I consulted His Highness the Chan- 
cellor, he too was pleased to -say that though he had no ob- 
jection to the election of Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer, he thought 
that the interest of the University would be better served 
by a whole- time Vice-Chancellor who would alway,s be on 
tlie spot. To that opinion every one must' bow assent. 
But I have informed His Highness, and the Co\irt will he 
glad to know that Sir Siva Swamy has been good enough to 
promise to spend from 10 to 15 days at Benares every 
second month from July to December and to spejid at 
least one month between January and April in Benares. 
In his last letter to me he says that he can pledge himself 
at present to at least 90 days in the year, but that he 
cannot promise more until he knows more about the 
climate of Benares and the work he will have to do. I 
consider thi-s satisfactory and sufficient at present, and 
feel that it is a great advantage to the University to have 
a distiugiiishcd scholar of the ability and experience of 
Sir Siva Swamy to guide its affairs. 
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“ Sevoi’ul iVlends hsive done rue the honour of iiresisiu" 
iiie to agree to be elected A^ce-Ohancellor. One of these 
friends has given notice of a resolution to propose me as 
such. I fully appreciate the honour and am deeply thankful 
to all these friends for It.' Butsofar as I am concerned my 
.services already are, and will remain throughout .my life, 
a,t tlio disposal of the University. My being elected Vice- 
Ohancellor will not moan the accession of any new 
strength to the University. The election of Sir Siva 
Svv'urny Aiyer will. "We must also remember that our 
University is an all-India institution. We have launched 
it as such. It is in that character that it has been 
supported by the public of every province of India : it is 
in that character that it has received generous support 
from our honoured Killing Princes of all jiarts of India. 
It is in that character that it has received support from 
t.lie Government of India. It is highly desirable, there- 
fore, that its Vice-Ohaucelloi’S should come, one after the ' 
other not from one province only hut from every province 
of India. From all these points of view I think that the 
election of Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer is most desirable. To 
me it seems to be a matter for sincere congratulation 
that we. should be able to secure the co-operation of so 
distingui.shecl a scholar and educationist iis our proposed 
Vice-Chancellor. 1, therefore, hope that the proposal will 
commend itself to the Court and bo carried unanimously.” 

The motion was seconded by Mahainahopadhyaya 
Pandit Adityaram Bhattacharya, M.A., and was supported 
by T)r. Garnish Prasad, D.Sc. and the Hon’hle Pandit 
Gokaran K'ath Misra, M.A., LL.B., of Lucknow and carried 
unanimously. 

His Honor the Visitor expressed his approval of the 
election of the Ilon’blo Sir Siva Swamy Aiyer as Viee- 
Ghauccllor of the University. 

V. The Hon’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya ]ie,vr, 
intimated to the Court that Sardar Lila B,am Singh ivho 
was elected under clause (e) class III sub-section l ot 
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Stfitufce 14 Jiarl resigned; also that Balm Brijnandini 
Brasad, M.A., LL.B., of Moraclabad, avJio was elected 
under clause B, class III, siih-sectiou 1 of Statute 14, IuhI 
also resigned. The matter was recorded- 

VI. Babu A, jit Prasad, M.A., LL.B., of lAjcknow, 
stated that there was a vacancy among the represen- 
tatives of tlie Jain Community who were elected by tlie 
Court, under Clause (e) Class III sub-section 1 of Statute 
14, due to tlie death of Rai Bahadur Chaggan Mai of 
Ajmer. He had given notice of a proposal that Lala 
Parmanand, B.A., Vakil, of Kasur, bo elected a member 
of the Court in place of Rai Bahadur Chaggan Mai under 
Clause (e) Class III sub-section 1 of Statute 14. He 
therefore proposed his name for election. He added that 
the name of the gentleman liad been recommended to him 
by the “Swetainbar Sthanakvasi Jain Conference.” 

■The motion was seconded by Babu Juanendra Nath 
Basil, B.A., of Benares and wa.s carried unanimously. 

VII. Babu Ajit Prasad, M.A.. LL.B., then stated that 
he was the Convener of a Sub-Committee appointed at the 
last meeting of the Court “ to consider and make definite 
proposals for the religious instruction of Jain students 
of the University and to report what funds have been 
provided for the purpose.” He said that his report was 
not ready, and asked that the consideration of the matter 
be postponed to another meeting. 

The Pro-Ohaucelior acceded to his request. 

VIII. The next items on the Agenda were certain 
proposals standing in the name of Babu Siiiva ib-asad 
Gupta and Babu Bliagavan Das, M.A.. and notices of 
amendments to those proposals given by certain other 
members of tlie Court. But as Babu Sliiva Prasad Gupta 
and Babu Bliagavan Das were not present at the meeting, 
the Pro-Chancellor ruled that those resolutions should be 
deemed to Iiave been dropped. 

The Hoii’ble Dr. Tej Bahadur Sapni enquired whether 
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they were dropped finally, or whether they would be put 
up oil the -Agenda of the next meeting pi the Court, 

The Pro-Ohaneellor ruled that they were dropped 
finally and would not be put up on the Agenda paper. 

.Bahu A jit Prasad, MA,, L L,B,, enquired whether any 
otlier member of the Court, then present at tlie meeting 
was at liberty to move any of the aforesaid proposals. 

The Pro-Chancellor ruled that he was too late to make 
that enquiry, as the proposals had already dropped. 

The meeting then dissolved

Bver.v such 
I'.ertiticate shall certify to the conduct of the student and 
liK'iitioii the highest University e.xamination he has passed. 
When the certificate is granted after a student has tailed 
in a University Examination, it shall state, tho subject or 
.subjects in which he has failed. 
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5. If a stiideut desires to leave a college diiriiig an 
academical year, he shall give notice of his intention to 
lea ve, pay all liis dues to the college and also a further 
■sum of Rs, 10 wliich may liowever be excused for satisfac- 
tory reasons by the Principal. The student will also be 
liable to refund any bursary or scholarship paid to him by 
the college during the year. 

fi. No student migrating from one constituent college 
to another shall he admitted without the permission of the 
Principal of the college which he is leaving. 

7. A student who has not been allowed promotion in 
one college shall not be admitted into a higlier class in 
■another college, nor shall a student who has been detained 
from appearing for an examination in one college he sent 
up for the examination in another college during the same 
year. 

8, No student who has been suspended, expelled or 
rusticated by the Principal of a college shall be admitted 
into another constituent college, without the permission 
of the Principal of the aforesaid college. 

Inter -University UeQuiations. 

1 A student who is a member of another University 
shall not be admitted into any constituent college, without 
the permission of the Registrar of that University and 
without the production, wherever possible, of a certified 
copy of all .tlie entries against his name in the Enrolment 
Register of that University. 

2. A student of another University shall in any case 
be admitted only at tlie beginning of the particular course 
which he proposes to take in tins University. 

3, A student from another University shall also satisfy 
the provision in the Intor-Oollegiate Regulations with 
regard to tlie pi’oduction of a Leaving or Transfer Oerti- 
jicate.

1. All students belonging to a constituent college of 
the University shall be under the disciplinary control of 
the Principal of the College. The discipline of students 
not belonging to any constituent college and of all stu- 
dents outside the College shall be under the control of the 
Pro-Vice-Ohauoellor. 

2. A teacher may at his discretion punish the mis- 
conduct of a student in his class-room by fine, cancellatioJi 
of the day’s attendance in the subject, or suspensiou from 
his class for a period not exceeding seven days. 

3. In the absence of the Principal from the colI(3ge, 
all his powers will be exercised by the member of the staff 
in charge for the time being. 

4. Punisbinent for misconduct or persistent idleness 
maybe according to the quality of the case, a warning, 
fine, suspension from membership of the college for a 
period not exceeding a month, detention from being sent 
up for the examination, expulsion from the college for the 
academical year, or a recommendation to the University 
for rustication. 

5. In case of serious misconduct or habitual idleness 
the punishment may be accompanied by the entry of the 
offender’s name in the Conduct Book. When the name of 
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a student, is entered thrice in the Conduct Book, he shall 
he liable to expuisiou from the college. 

t). For absence without leave, a student is liable to a 
fine of vui anna a day, and if the period of such absence 
exceeds a week, hi.s name may be struck off. 

7. All cases of grave misconduct will also be reported 
to the guardian concerned. 

8. Subsidiary rules of discipline may be framed by the 
Principal of a college for tlie proper maintenance of dis- 
cipline in the institution.

CHAPTER XLI. 

Licentiate OF Teachino, 

1. The examination shall be open to a graduate who has 
been admitted to the Degree of B.A., or B.Sc., iji this Uni- 
versity or, ill special case, by iioruiission of the Syndicate, 
by some other Indian University established by Act of the 
Legislature, provided he has studied for the year previous 
to his examination at a constituent college affiliated in 
the branch of Teaching. 

2. The examination shall be both in the Theory and in 
the Practice of Teacliiug. In the Theory of Teaching the 
examination shall be conducted by means of papers.

The candidates shall receive due notice of the subjects in 
which they will be asked to give a lesson. 

The examination in the Practice of Teadiing shall be 
conducted at the Training College and the Examiner shall 
also take into consideration the record that has been kept 
at the college of work clone by the student during the 
course of training. 

i. Oandidutes wdio fail in the examination in the Theory 
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of Teacliiiis may present themselves for i-e-exaniinatiou 
therein, at a subsequent examination, without attending 
a further course at the Training College provided that they 
produce satisfactory evidence that, in the interim, they 
have been teaching in a recognised institution.

Note of Agricultural Scheme placed before the Meetiug 
of the Council of Hindu University on the 1st of May, 
1918. 

The scheme lierein outlined has been prepared in 
oonsultation with Rev. Higginbottoni of Naiuee Farm, 
Allahabad wlio was kind enough to come to Benares at 
my invitation, although he received a very short notice. 
Both he and I are of opinion tliat while keeping as our 
ultimate goal the development of an Agricultural College 
of the United States of America, our first task lies con- 
sidering the apathetic and litigoiis habits of the zamindars, 
in taking such steps as may be necessary to create in the 
;!amindars of these Provinces an interest in the pro- 
ductiveness of the land, by showing them, by actual 
demonstration, that with a jiroper supply of best seed 
obtainable, the potentialities of land are immense and are 
not to be judged by area, but by the quantity of fertilisers, 
labour, and brain that w’e can put in it. 

Therefore our first requirement is a decent plot of land 
on which we can colonize the ordinary tenants, but they 
should be hutted in our own huts constructed on the most 
sanitary and up to date lines, so as to obviate any chance 
of litigation with them owing to their building huts of 
their own. 

Next thing to do is carefully to contour and survey the 
land, and divide it into rectangles on the Punjab syvStein, 
each rectangle being 1100 feet by 990 feet comprising an 
area of 25 acres exactly. Tliis area is again to be divided 
into 25 one-acre plots, by dividing each side into five parts; 
thus each one acre plot will be in the shape of a rectangle 
and will he 220 feet long by 198 feet wide=13, 560 square 
feet. This plot of land should not be less than 1,200 acres. 

Taking for granted that such a plot of 1,200 acres or 
thereabouts is available in front. of the University grounds, 
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our Next Step will be to pump up w'ater from the Gauges 
suiScient to give one water in the JT/mH/ during March 
and April to enable cotton being sown, and two waters in 
the Eahi to enable wheat being matured. 

The quantity of water required for this purpose wilt be 
6 cusecs, i.c,, 6 cubic feet per second, and a 13" centrifugal 
pump will be all that is essential, but to be on the safe- 
side, I recommend a 14'' pump so as to give 8 cubicfeet per 
second. This tvater will be pumped up to the highest 
watershed from which earthen disti’ibutaries can be made 
to gravitate water to each field by How. This proceeding 
alone will show to the isamindars and the tenants as well 
how profitable it is to follow Agriculture as a profession. 
The Hou’ble Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya has taken 
upon himself the responsibility of arranging, with His 
Highness the Maharaja of Benares, the acquisition of this 
area on perpetual or long term lease. In the event of 
such area not being available the whole scheme collapses. 

Having acquired the land, having constructed the canal, 
and the necessary pumping works being set up, we sliould 
start two classes for instruction. One of these classes 
will he meant for the sons and relatives of well-to-do 
samindars for whom there wilt be no rigid rules of age, 
or school or college qualifleations. If the Officer in charge 
tliinlcs that the applicant is competent enough to profit by 
the course of instruction available, he will bo fulmittod. 
For the present the number of students admitted to thi.s 
class may be fixed at 30, and the course may extend to 9 
mouths. It is hoped that such a process will create a keen 
interest in Agriculture among the samindars of tlie.so Pro- 
vinces. TJio other class will be meant for passed or failed 
Miatrics, the object being to help those who are otherwise 
helpless, and thus are in a mood to take to hard iniinual 
labour, and worship mother Earth to win from her suitable 
rewards for their labour. The course of this cla.ss should 
extend from two years to four years, and the number of 
admissions should, for the present, be limited to 40. 
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To achieve these I’esults we require a competent stall' 
of devoted workers at moderate emoluments, and the 
following is a tentative list of the members of tlic staff.
